The Kaiser was. visibly pleased at 
the cordial demonstration. He smiled 
and bowed_repeatedly as his automo- 
bile made its way through the shont-" 
ing multitude.. 

The. jubilee has begun amid the 
balmiest June weather . imaginable, 
and the festive spirit which hag been 
more or less drooping promises to 
revive correspondingly. 

Andrew Carnegie, with Ambassador 
Leishman on one arm and Robert 8. 
Brookings on the other, strolled: 
through the throngs in Unter den Lin- 
den this forenoon on a tour of. ad- 
miratfon of the decorations which 
embellish Berlin in honor of. the jubi- 
lee. -This afternoon he motored 
around the pretty lakés surrounding 
the capital. He spent the evening 
quietly with his family in his apart- 
ments at the Adlon. 

All day streams-of callers, rangi 
from ordinary beggars and secretaries 
of needy orphan asylums to art deal- 
ers who would. like to dispose of mill- 
ion-dollar paintings, besieged the hotel 
in vain efforts to meet Mr. Carnegie.

BERLIN; June., 15.—The. meer non 
anniversary of the accession of Emperor |. 
William 11. was quietly obsérved to-day, 
as this marked: the - date also: of: the’ 
death of the Emperor's father, r- 
ick III. The Emperor and Empress at- 
tended a memorial service in the morn- 
ing in the garrison church at Potsdam, 
and later the Emperor laid a wreath 
on his father’s-tomb.. He’ then received 
in the New Palace the former members 
of. the First Infantry Guard, of which 
he was Captain in 1880-81. 

All the members of the impérial fam- 
ily took luncheon at tne. New Palace 
with the:exception: of the, Crown Prince. 
Their Majesties and the! guests procéed- 
ed to'the royal. palace at Berlin in the 
evening.

The street was filled 
with a mass of humanity ‘in which it 
was difficult to make any progress, 
while tae street cars, buses and other 
public: conveyances were jammed to- 
gether.

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NEWARK BAY BRIDGE 
"DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Pennsylvania Freight ‘Attempts 
Run and 37 Cars, Two. with 
Livestock, Are Burned Up- 


ENGINE “AND 5 CARS OVER 


3,500. Feet. of Newark Bay Span 
Gone—D., L. & W. Bridge Over 
Passaic Also Crippled by Fire. 


After an all gight fight, under unusual 

conditions, against . flames which at- 
tacked the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
Lehigh Valley Railroad bridge spanning 
Newark Bay, between the’ outer pre- 
cincts of Bayonne and Newark, the land 
ends of ‘the structure were saved early 
yesterday, but not until 3,500 feet of the 
bridge above the waters.of the bay had 
been burned. Freight traffic of:the two 
roads on the divisions using the bridge 
was completely stopped. 
“At the. outset of the fire a freight 
train from the Maryland Division of the 
Pennsylvania tried to make a dash 
through thé.flames with its string of 
loaded cars bound for New England 
points.. A. car containing live sheep, 
another of cattle, and thirty-five filled 
with potatoes were caught and totally 
destroyed. 

Four tracks crossed the bridge, the 
Pennsylvania and the Lehigh Valley 
using two each. Shortly after 12:30 A. 
M. a light engine on the Lehigh: Valley 
crossed at high speed, its stack spouting 
hot embers. These, it is believed, ignited 
the ties which had “been freshly coated 
with creosote, and soon fire was ‘crawl- 
ing over the structure in either direc- 
tion above the waters. 

The Maryland freight -was on the 
drawbridge .and the engineer tried to 
make a run of it to save his train. The 
enginé.and five cars crossed: in safety 
and reached Greenville, the freight yards 
of the Pennsylvania.

SELF-SHOT, IN BATH 


Karl Hutter, Long Ill, Fills Tub, 
Pulls Trigger, and Slides 
Under Water. 


J 


Karl Hutter, a bachelor, member of 
several clubs and wealthy,> committed 
suicide by shooting himself in the right 
temple yesterday in his sumptuously 
furnished apartment at 116 West Fifty- 
ninth Street, overlooking Central Park. 
In preparation for death, he filled his 
bathtub with water, beneath which his 
body sank after the shooting. 

Mr. Hutter had suffered from>a com- 
plication of ailments. JIllmess had _ in- 
duced acute melancholia. There .was 
much mystery, however, as to the mo- 
tive of his act until the discovery of the 
following note written by him: 

To All Relatives, Friends; and Acquaint- 
ances: After a long, lingering illness. I 
have come to this €onclusion, although 
sorry. I have given this act ‘much con- 
sideration hefore deciding on suicide. The 
pain and agony endured in this world can- 
not be more than that to be endured by 
the soul in the next, 

The- note ended witk a request that 
relatives, heirs, or friends attend to the 
proper disposal of the body and prop- 
erty. 

The man was the inventor of the por- 
celain bottle stopper used by most brew- 
erieS and big bottling concerns. He had 
a business place at 241 Lafayette Street. 
The nearest relative of whom friends 
have knowledge is a brother or other 
close kinsman living in Detroit, said to 
be prominent in the Catholic Church. 

Mr. Hutter made his home-in the Ger- 
mania Club up to six months ago, when 
he took a double apartment overlooking 
Central .Park, where he could instal, 
among other. things, his collection . of 
Oriental rugs, which was his hobby. 
He divided his leisure time between his 
home and the New York Athletic, Ards- 
ley, or Germania Clubs. In all these or- 
ganizations he had many friends. 

Up to a week ago Mr. Hutter had 
‘been under thg@ care of Dr. Norbert 
Stadtmueller of 182 East Sixtieth Street, 
| When. Dr... Stadtmyeller went, to Europe, 
the inventor placed himself under’ the 
000 | care..of Dr.. Otto Hensel of 106 East 
Righty-first ‘Street. Mr. Hutter was 
greatly depressea by his continued ill- 
ness. Miss May Forsthoff, his nursé, 
was instructed to watch him constantly. 
She suggested yesterday afternoon that 
he take an automobile ride in Central 
Park, but he démurred, saying that he 
was ‘not feeling well enough. He added 
he would remain in his apartment and 
directed Miss rsthoff to take a short 
walk in the Park. 

Immediately after she departed, ap- 
parently, he sat at his: desk and wrote 
the note. which was found after’ his 
death. -Then.he filled the, bathtub, took 
off his clothing, and, sitting in the wa- 
ter, placed’ a magazine pistol against 
his head, ° 

When Miss Forsthoff returned and 


missed her employer, she searched the 
apartment until she reached the bath- 
room, where the body lay beneath the 
water. Dr. Hensel was called. After 
ascertaining that life was extinct, he 
went to the Germania Club, 112 West 
Fifty-ninth Street, and informed friends 
of Mr. Hutter. Several club members 
in evening dress who were awaiting din- 
ner hastened to the Hutter apartment 
and took charge. 

The Coroner’s office was notified, and 
Detectives Burgess and Lennon of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Police Sta- 
tion made an investigation. They ques~|; 
tioned the inventor’s friends, and, mak- 
ing a search of the apartment, found 
the note which supplied the. evidence 
of suicide. 

Mr. Hutter was 62 years old. Efforts 
were made last night to communicate 
with his Detroit relative.

STAMFORD, June 15.—Hundreds of 
residents of this town took advantage ‘of 
Sunday to visit the ‘gravel gulley,. a 
mile-and a half east of here, where the 
charred ryins of the burned Pullman 
ear Skylark were hidden away.

State Marshal Issues Rigid- Orders 
for Changes to Prevent Fires.

WATERTOWN, N. Y.,' June! 15.—Safe- 





guarding the lives of Summer guests at 


the Thousand Islands hotels’ is the«ob- 
rders-issued by the 
State Fire Marshal's office, which will 
entail an immediate expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars in- equipping the hotels 
with modern fire escapes and in remod- 
eling the entrances so that the doors 
may swing outward. The order comes 
with the busiest part of the early season 
and has therefore caused consternation 
among the hotel men, nearly every one 
of whom is affected.

THE STATE. PRISONS. 


New York, nineteen in number, are 
each governed by a board of at least 
seven managers. Of the sixteen State 
hospitals for the insane fourteen are 
governed éach by a board of seven 
managers. Those at Matteawan and 
Dannemora, in the State prison sys- 
tem, are without Boards of Man- 
agers, as also Auburn Prison, thé 
\Clinton Prison, the Great Meadow 
Prison, Sing Sing, the State Prison 
for Women.at Auburn, and the State 
Farm’ for Women at Velatie. These 
places, without governing boards, 
‘have been most subject to scandal, 
‘corruption,- and neglect of the in- 
mates. whom they, are. supposed to 
guard and reform of any of the State 
institutions. All the rest have\been 
kept singularly free of scandals, not 
Kmorethan two or three occurring in 
any of them during the past twenty 
years.

“POISONOUS ‘DRUGS. 


Doctor Says ‘They Should Be ‘Sold 
Only on Prescription: 


‘To the Editor of The New York Times :” 

Since -the somewhat pen Se death 
of 4 Southern banker from accidental 
poisoning by a tablet _bichloride of 
‘mercury,’ many - ions’ have been, 
offered: with the purpose of minimizing 
the possibility of such accidents. Qne 
suggestion is to,make-all poisonous tab- 
lets of a peculiar shape, triangular or 
octagonal, &c., which. will render mis- 
taking them. for harmless. tablets un- 
‘likely. Another suggestion is to have’ 
them colered in a peculiar manner; still 
another is to have each tablét: wrapped 
separately in. wax. or -Parehment paper, 
or. inclosed in a gelatine envelope; still 
another ‘is to have alf such’ poisons dis- 
Pensed in. a- peculjar bottle, with a 
prickly ‘surfaée, or with a tinkling bell 
attached to. it;, &c.. All these sug- 
gestions are good as far as they go; but 
they do not go far enough, because they 
do not go to. the root of. the evil. 

Those:;who make the suggestions all 
assume: that such poisons as bichloride 
of mercury, (corrosive ,sublimate) ‘or 
carbélic acid. are. necessities in the 
household, and being necessities, we sim- 
ply must surround their use with cer- 
tain. safeguards. This is an -erroneous 
idea, and I wish to declare in’ the most 
emphatic manner’ possible that not only 
are. bichloride'.and ‘carbolic acid not 
necessities in' any household, but there’ 
ig no.excuse for their’ ever being.in any’ 
We-vphysicians are. using fewer 
and fewer antiseptics, relying more and 


-more.on asepsis jnstead’ df. .antisepsis, 
‘and the: public should be taught» the 


Same thing. Where antiseptics are neces- 
Sary there is no-need of having. ré- 
course ‘to deadly poisons which injure 
and destroy the tissues and life itself;

cylic acid, boric acid, boratdé of. sodium, 
benzoate of sodium, thymol, the vola- 
The only way ‘to avoid deaths 
accidental or deliberate, by those violent 
poisons is to prohibit their sale «bso- 
lutely, except ‘in: small quantities on a 


‘physician’s. ‘prescription, as.is the case 


in most European countries. 

I'am not given to sensationalism, but I 
am convinced that hundreds, ang hun- 
dreds of accidental. deaths from bi- 
chloride and carbolic acid oceur annually 
which neyer -reach public notice, ° The 


ing tragedy is there and cannot be un- 
done; the greatest wish then is to avoid 
neighborhood -and newspaper. notoriety, 
to escape the unpleasantness: of an 
autopsy, and the friendly family physi- 
cian is called in and gives a certificate 
testifying to death from natural causes, 
All these tragédies could be avoided by 
forbidding the sale of strong poisons for 
which there is absolutely no need, no 
justification.
